The center storefront consists of a single leafed entrance and a 1/1 sash window.

STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE (ARCHITECTURAL AND HISTORICAL): Architecture: This functional
building is a simple example of the Victorian Commercial style in Columbus. Unlike most
business buildings at the turn-of-the-century, this one incorporates three different store-
front entrances, the whole of the complex tied together by a common parapet. It was no
doubt designed to accommodate several businesses which served railway passengers and crew

History: This building is in close proximity to the city railroad terminal

(on 6th Ave.,). Because of this particular location, proprietors of establishments within this
building have always catered to needs and desires of those in and around the depot.
